Although there seem to be' few new avenues of taxa¬ 
tion, or at least few that would bring results, the return 
in motor license fees to the prices prevailing in years pre- 
viouslto 1931, will bring in a little extra cash.

“The sturdy pioneer spirit of Canadian people has been 
shown in the opening of the west and north country and 
a gallant post war struggle. The careful restriction of 
Immigration can be counted on to preserve Nordic char¬ 
acter. 

"Technological progress, needs only one example in the 
Northern exploration by airplane, and again the perfec¬ 
tion of the sulphite method of producing wood pulp. 

The fourth factor is the principle of a tariff which fos¬ 
ters industry at the expense of agriculture and which 
seem to have justified the methods. It is true the tariffs 
seem to have placed a heavy burden on the the already in¬ 
solvent farmer. But the Advisory Tariff of ’26 aided in 
fixing duties as low as possible to protect the home manu¬ 
facturer, was one boon to agricultural groups. 

"Canada has been q4ick to grasp the loop hole in 
American tariff, allowing/Americans to bring in $100 
worth of goods duty free. This has reaped a nice little 
profit for Canadian middlemen in their sale of woollen and 
linen goods tb American tourists and others. 

“There appears a striking similarity in the situation of 
the British Empire in 1870, the United States in 1910 and 
the Canada of 1930.

Notice Re Hospital Tickets 


Important regulations with regard 
to the purchase of hospital tickets 
were passed by the Vulcan Municipal 
Hospital Board at its regular meet¬ 
ing month. The new regulations 
provide for hospitalization to non- 
ratepayers and ratepayers within 
towns and hamlets on the same bas¬ 
is as ratepayers on purchase of a 
hospital ticket. The price of tickets 
has been lowered this year to $6.00. 
This price applies to all resident non¬ 
ratepayers, and to ratepayers who 
pay taxes on property in Vulcan or 
other property than farm lands are 
required to pay the difference be¬ 
tween the actual hospital taxes on 
their properties and $6.00. Beretd- 
fore the Hospital Board has accept¬ 
ed applications for tickets through¬ 
out the year with certain proviaiona. 

Tickets for the year 1932 will only 
be sold during the month of January 
and iip to February 15th. No tickets 
will be sold after that date except to 
those who become resident later in 
the year. The Board urges everyone 
who desires to become a hospital sup¬ 
porter to purchase their tickets dur¬ 
ing the specified time. 

Hospital supporters are gnven hos¬ 
pital attention for one dollar per day 
with the free use of operation room 
and other equipment. ' The rate for 
non-aupporters is $4.00 per day with 
extra charges for operation room, etc.

though probably not having existed locally, is worth a 
thought. It is pointed out that often on nomination day, 
ratepayers gather, and carrying on in a spirit of levity, 
begin to nominate each othes as a joke. Then when every¬ 
thing shakes down, it is found that someone entirely un- 
snlted to the duties of the position has been nominated 
and possibly elected. 

Everyone is familiar with this type of joke. A munici¬ 
pal nomination is not regarded very seriously as a rule, 
and particularly in good times when men are in a genial 
get-together humor, they are easily disposed toward load¬ 
ing the duties of government on somebody “just foy a 
joke.’’ 

However, the responsibilities or municipal government 
are quite as serious in their way, as those of any higher 
governments. On the, judgnnent and wisdom of councillors 
hangs the welfare of their district, and ratepayers have 
often paid dearljj for the jokes of nomination day. 

In hard times, there is little spirit of levity in any mat¬ 
ter which means dollars to the people, and there is no 
doubt that nominations will be taken this year i^ith quite 
commendable seriousness.

GREAT MEN PASSING 


The past week has seen the passing of two great men, 
standing for the finest ideals of the Anglo-Saxon people. 
These are Sir George Foster of Canada and C. F. Scott, 
editor of the Manchester'Guardian, England. Each in his 
own way has left a rich heritage of character and accom¬ 
plishment to the British and Canadian people. 

Sir George Foster, though entering a long political life 
as a staunch Conservative, many years ago, outgrew par¬ 
ty animosities for national service. Within the last few 
years he has been regarded as the Grand Old Man of 
Canada, representing his country at important foreign 
conferences, regardle.ss of the existing government. • 

He has grown in wisdom and stature with the years, 
leaving behind him a memory of dignity, power and integ¬ 
rity. It is said that his last speech in the Senate, made 
this spring, was one of the most masterly efforts of his 
career. The passion of his later years has been the 
League of Nations. He was present at the Versailles 
Conference, and has repeatedly represented Canada at 
j Geneva on later occasions. On more than one occasion 
at Geneva his lucid, ringing phrases have swayed the 
.<4ceptical, sophisticated statesmen of other lands and ex¬ 
tracted victory from critical situations. His personality 
at the Conferences was the finest recommendation that 
Canada could bring to other nations. 

Entering political life in 1882, he has figured almost con 
tinually in every phase-of Canadian national development. 
He filled many cabinet positions until 1921 when he en¬ 
tered the Senate. 

C.' F. Scott of the Manchester Guardian, influenced the 
British public, not from the platform but through the med 
ium of his journalism. F’ifty-seven years ago he took ov¬ 
er the Manchester Guardian, then a little provincial paper 
and breathing his idealism and love of humanity into its 
pages, he created one of the great editorial powers of 
England. 

A tribute to his worth ia from a contemporary:’“By the 
death of Scott we lose the most distinguished figure in 
British journalism of modem times.

The greatest aids to success and happiness are: (1) a 
sound and vigorous body; (2) ability to think clearly; (3) 
ability to speak and write one’s own language clearly and 
forcibly; (4) character. 

Book learning can be acquired at any age, but the body 
nnd faculties can be trained only in childhood and youth. 
Thorough physical training should be obligatory, and its 
main purpose should be to develop a sound and vigorous 
body. It should include gymnasium and all kinds of sport, 
particularly sports that can be kept up in later life. 

Students s'nould alf^ be required to pursue certain cul¬ 
tural studies such as English literature and history. The 
principal objective should always be to train the students 
to think straight and to express themselves in good Eng¬ 
lish. All t'ne teachers therefore, should be selected with 
.opecial reference to their clarity o f mind and their mas¬ 
tery of the English language. 

Ability to speak and write one’s own language clearly 
and forcibly and to speak with good voice and clear enun¬ 
ciation is the greatest power and the greatest charm that 
can be acquired. The students should be taught to debate 
and to speak before an audience. 

Training in accurate thinking cannot be acquired mere¬ 
ly by learning lessons and passing examinations. It can 
be acquired only by free discussion with competent teach¬ 
ers. 

• A democracy can exist without the millions of gradu¬ 
ates that are commonly turned out by high schools and 
other secondary schoqis, but it cannot endure without well 
informed leaders 'of abHRy and character whom the vot¬ 
ers are willing to follow.

MOTOR UCENSES 

^ A BOOST 

U» I5.M Orar Last JTaar. Which 
Brings TheH to Price Prerailing 
ia Prerioas Yaars 

Automobile licenses in Alberta go 
Itadt for 1932 to thair former price, 
an advance of 36.00 over last year’s 
rate. Premier Brownlee made this 
announcement Monday, and all neces¬ 
sary provisions for the distribution of 
forms and plates having been prev¬ 
iously arranged, the issue of new li¬ 
censes will now proceed throughout 
the province. 

A similar increase to that now be¬ 
ing made in Alberta has already been 
announced in Saskatchewan, while in 
British Columfcia, it is pointed out, 
the license fees are considerably high 
er than those in this pro^nnce, even 
with the 1932 increase. 

' Premier Brownlee said that other 
possible methods of providing more 
revenue from the motor traffic have 
been considered but have not been 
found prafticable. 

“The government realizes,” he 
says, “that there is a widespread 
" j that an increase in the gaso¬ 
line tax would be a more equitable 
method ot increasing revenue from 
motor vehicles, but this source of rev 
enue has been very greatly reduced, 
largely because of the manufacture 
and sale of various types of distillate 
presumably for tractor purposes, but 
which are undoubtedly being very 
largely used by trucks and motor ve¬ 
hicles throughout the province. 

“This has been the subject of con¬ 
siderable study, but extensive amend 
ments to the Gasoline Tax Act will 
probably be necessary to meet this 
situation.”

Bertrand Russell says the people 
vote for one party or the other more 
from habit than anything; else. He 
cites his own case: 

“I myself, in England, vote for the 
Labor party because my father was a 
Radical; my father was a Radical be¬ 
cause his father was a Liberal; my 
grandfather was a Liberal because his 
father was a Wrig; and he was a 
Whig because his ancestors obtained' 
abbey land from Henry VIII. Having 
derived my radicalism from such a 
mercenary source, shall, I turn Con¬ 
servative? The very idea appals 
me.” 

No doubt if people in large num¬ 
bers formed the habit of voting for 
the best man regardless of party 
they would soon compel both parties 
to nominate better men, the best men 
available. One difficulty, however, 
would be encountered. Intelligent 
and honest electors would often be 
unable to agree as to which of two 
candidates was the better. Many 
voters would object to both cand¬ 
idates, regarding neither as a proper 
man to send to parliament, but, as S 
rule, they bring themselves into line 
by saying they are voting not for the 
man but the party. While electors 
have the party habit deep within 
them they are unlikely to consider 
the candidate of the,party to which 
they are opposed a good enough man 
to win them over, for they read in 
party sources things about him which 
suggest that he is not as good as he 
ought to be. 

Election campaig'ns are long 
enough drawn out to serve the pur- 
poae of bringing the independents 
back into line before polling day ar¬ 
rives. Yet it i* undeniable that never 
before has there been as large a per¬ 
centage of party free electors as 
there are in Ontario at present.—Tor 
onto Star.

RISE IN PRICES 

Grain .\iithoritv Expects Increase in 
Trading, With Hopes of Pick Up 
In Price 

Broomtiall expects a' larger volume 
of wheat in trading and some in- 
^rrease in prices ear)y in 19.32. For¬ 
eign purchases have been abnormally 
small and rains in the Argentine, 
mray curtail the wheat movement 
from the south and are causing con¬ 
cern in European buying quarters. If 
this movement slows up in January, 
it will mean a turn to North Ameri¬ 
can wheat. Shipments to date are al- 
,most equal to those of last year. The 
Canadian surplus is smaller than a 
year ago, and with the bulk of the 
crop now out of the farmer’s hands 
there should be a continuing decrease 
in Canadian holdings. 

'The world’s wheat crop is estimat¬ 
ed at 190 million bushels less than the 
previous season’s total. This makes 
no allowance for poor quality of yield 
in many European countries and a 
shortage in the rye crop. 

A slice of bread more a day per 
person amounts to a great deal when 
taking a whole country into consid¬ 
eration. In Canada alone it would 
mean an increase of 260,000, 4 lb. 

loaves a day.

Mani¬ 
toba, for example, pays 65 legislators 
42,900 a year each for attending a 
session two months or so in length. 
A reduction by one-half would take 
care of the interest requirements on 
41,009,000 of the province’s debt, 
duch a reduction should not result in 
a realization that government is not 
an institution that has an unlimited 
amount of money to spend, and have

ZONATIONMAP 
GIVES SOIL SURVEY 


Indicates Alberta by Zones as to Soil 


Drifting, Rainfall, Suitability for 


Various crops 


A soil survey map for the purpose 
of indicating to farmers the general 
advantages of certain crops in partic¬ 
ular districts, was presented by a 
committee reporting to the annual 
meeting of the agricultural board of 
Alberta, held in Edmonton last week, 
according to Calgary officials who at¬ 
tended. 

The map is actually a zonation 
farm practices map, and is entirely 
dependent on the result of soil analy¬ 
sis, rainfall and other climatic condi¬ 
tions, and has been experimented 
with for some time in the United 
Stgtes. C. S. Noble of Nobleford, 
who has been in trie United States for 
the past few months, studying meth¬ 
ods of soil drifting, gave an interest¬ 
ing talk to the gathering on the re¬ 
sults obtained from .maps of the de¬ 
scription presented. 

■The chairman of the meeting, H. 
A. Craig, deputy minister of agricul¬ 
ture. pointed out that the map, in a 
general way, indicated the primary 
and secondary cereal and forage 
crops best suited to the various zones 
and followed largely in soil survey 
maps already prepared in Alberta.
